WASHINGTON, June 12. — The

NEW YORK, June 12.—Chairman 
Albert D. Lasker of the Shipping 
Board has announced that he has 
won over President Harding to the 
trial trip of the Leviathan with his 
600 personally chosen guests on 
board and said the President “would 
never forgive’ him if he abandoned 
it. 

Lasker made this announcement 
after a half-hour conference with 
the President in which the storm of 
opposition to the “million dollar joy 
ride” was discussed. This included 
protests to the White House from 
prominent leaders in the Repub- 
lican party. 

The President, Lasker said, coun- 
selled him to act upon the advice of 
marine experts and engineers as to 
the necessity for the trip and the 
chairman said these authorities were 
convinced it is essential for a final 
“shake down,” but he did not name 
any of the ,authorities that had 
taken his view of a personally con-. 
ducted cruise at the taxpayers’ ex- 
pense. 

What Specifications Show. 

No provision in the specifications 
for the reconditioning of the Levi- 
athan was made for Lasker choosing 
600 guests or for “special programs 
avranged for the entertainment of 
passengers” which he promised those 
to whom he sent his engraved invi- 
tations. On the contrary, those who 
should be on board her were clearly 
defined in a paragraph in the speci- 
fications covering her trials which 
reads: 

“The various contractors will be 
permitted to have a suitable and 
agreed upon number of their rep- 
resentatives on board the vessel to 
assist and advise with the agent in 
the operation of the equipment cov- 
ered by these specifications. The 
agent will supply accommodation 
and food to such representatives.” 

Neither was there any mention of 
a five-day cruise to Cuban waters 
and back. It was specified there

HARDING MAY SUGGEST 
MODIFYING SHIP LIQUOR LAW 


Increasing Indications That 
He Will Go Before Con- 
gress in Effort to Find So- 
lution of Problem. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, June 12.—There 


were increasing indications in high 
official circles here today that Presi- 
dent Harding might ask Congress, 
when it reassembled next fall to 
modify the prohibition law as it af- 
fects the carrying of liquor on board 
foreign vessels in American waters. 

The President was said to believe 
that Congress never intended the 
government to be confronted with 
the situation it now is called upon 


to meet by the objections of foreign 
powers in regard to the new rigor- 
ous ship Hquor ban. 

In the present -circuMmstances, it 
was added, Mr. Harding sees no 
possible .course open to him. but to 
enforce to the letter the Volstead 
Act as it recently was interpreted 
by the Supreme Court. He believed 
that no: executive regulation he 
could issue -could properly modify 
application of the court’s opinion, 
ang that only an act of Congress 
would be sufficient. 

Vigorous Fight Likely. 

Should the administration decide 
to make such a recommendation 
when Congress reassembles in De- 
cember it is regarded as certain that 
one of the most vigorous fights in 
the history of the prohibition move- 
ment would result. Since the Su- 
preme Court handed down its opin- 
ion extending the Volstead law to 
foreign ships in American ports, 
both wets and drys have been can- 
vassing the situation with a view to 
a possible effort to change the law, 
and both have declared themselves 
encouraged over the outlook. 

With the weight of the adminis- 
tration thrown into the balance on 
the side of modifications, and with 
the dry leaders, who previously have 
to a large degree controlled the leg- 
islative situetion, fighting such a

DRY’ BOAT ATTACKED 
BY RIVER RUM FLEET 


Government Vessel, However, 
Beats Off Assailants and 
Brings Prize Into Port.

DETROIT, Mich., June 12.—A 
boat of the “dry navy’’ limped into 
port late yesterday, taking on wa- 
ter through leaks in bow and stern. 
but none the less a victor in her 
first clash with the “mosquito fleet” 
of the Detroit River rum runners.

P-103, with a launch containing 100 
cases and 20 kegs of beer in tow.

Skipper Escapes. 

The:-rum laden launch had made 
a dash from Fighting Island in 
Canadian waters to “Hogan's  Al- 
ley,”” a favorite American terminal] 
for contraband Hquor at Ecorse. The 
rum boat beat the D-193 to the 
shore, but her skipper did not have 
time to tie up to the dock before 
the P-103 was alongside. The rum 
boat skipper escaped. ; 

Vandusen had taken the launch 
in tow and was starting up the river 
with it when the “mosquito fleet” 
appeared. The rum boats swarmed 
on every side. The speedier craft 
of the attacking fleet would~dash 
straight at the P-103 and _ then 
“skid,” nearly upsetting both boats. 

A long gray rum boat, faster than 
the others, pursued these harassing 
tactics for a while then, becoming 
bolder, dashed straight into the P- 
103, ramming her full astern and 
opening a seam in the “dry’’ boat. 
The gray craft returned to the at- 
tack a moment later, ramming the 
P-103 head on, jamming the metal 
bow of the Government boat and 
splitting a plank forward just above 
the water line. ’

her skipper fled, followed by the 
Tum. running armada.

It is a case of much larger de- 
mand than supply, according to 
Love, and he declared that, from 
the best figures obtainable, Ameri- 
cans, during 1922, purchased 5,00%,- 
000 tons of sugar, an increase of 20 
per cent over previous years. Euro- 
pean sales are on the increase, he 
stated. 

“Many reasons have been assigned 
for the increased sugar consump- 
tion,”’ Love said. ‘“‘The most notable 
of these is prohibition. Personally, 
I believe that a combination of 
causes would come nearer being 
right than to attribute the increase 
to any one particular thing. That 
prohibition has added to sugar cuon- 
sumption no one will deny, but to 
what extent we cannot definitely 
say.”

Contractors Arranging for Dis- 
cussion With Business Men; 
Some Workers Reported Back 


Arrangements for a meeting with

of the journeymen plasterers’ walk- 
out yesterday because a demand for 
an increase to $1.75 from $1.50 an 
hour was refused by the employers. 

“We expect to meet some time this 
week,” F. G. Boyd, secretary of the 
employers’ group, gaid. “A meeting 
of employers will be held today with 
the Master Builders’ Association 
committee. Weare making every ef- 
fort to reach an amicable settlement 
as s00n as is possiblie.”’ 


A member of the plasterers’ or- 
ganization said today that “most of 


_the men are back on the-job at $14 


a day,” and predicted an early rec- 
ognition of the new scale. Boyd said 
the employers had not granted an 
increase and that members of the 
employers’ association reported no 
change in the situation. 


Rain Nullifies Effect. 


Rainy weather has prevented the 
walkout from having any immedi- 
ate serious effect, plasterers being 
able to work but little during damp 
seasons. This fact has been given as 
another reason why their daily wage 
should be increased. They point out 
that they work less than two-thirds 
of the time because of inclement 
weather conditions. 

As is known, their demand for $14 
a day is the wage peak in all bifld- 
ing trades labor, not only in St. 
Louis but in this country. More than 
400 men are said to be affected di- 
rectly here. 


This increase recalls the return 
during the last six months in the 
building trades to the basic wage 
scale of $1:25, the peak during the 
war period. Little difficulty has 
arisen between employers and 
workers over the demands, because, 
primarily, of the unprecedented 
building boom which has swept the 
country. 

The plasterers were among the 
first to get an increase above this 
basic scale, their scale going to 
$1.50 in an agreement made last 
November. Bricklayers and stone 
masons also now are paid this wage. 

Metal Dispute to Come Up. 

A committee from the joint ses- 
sion of employers and building 
tradesmen, which met yesterday to 
discuss the carpenters and sheet 
metal workers jurisdictional dispute 
will 
discuss a 30-day truce with the na- 
tional officers of these unions in 
Indianapolis and Chicago this week. 

The conversations yesterday lasted 
five hours withont definite result, 
and the committee was finally 
chosen to endeavor to get accept- 
the 
headquarters of these two 
unions. At present the men refuse 
to work where the others are per- 
mitted to do what they claim is 
their work. Under the proposed 
truce, where the carpenters are do- 
ing the work they will continue to do 
so, and where the metal men handle 
if now, there will be no change for 
30 days.

REPORT. ON ESTATE 
OF AS. GORDON BENNETT 


New York Herald Stopped Pay- 
ing Dividends in 1916 and 
Showed Deficits in 1917-18.

NEW YORK, June 13.—The bal- 

ance sheets of the New York Herald, 

under the management of James 

Gordon Bennett, when accountants 

went over the books in 1919, showed 

that, while the newspaper earned 
$488,589 in 1909, the years 1917 and 

1918 showed deficite of $151,870 and 

$138,203, according to the report of 

Deputy State Tax Commissioner 

Buckley, made public yesterday. 
The report was made ijn appraisal 

proceedings and disclosed that while 

the profits from 1909 to 1918 to- 
taled $1,940,992 the earnings year 
by year approached the vanishing 
point until the net results appeared 

in red ink, while payments of divi- 

dends stopped in 1916. 

When the accountant went over the 
books, says the report, they found 
that Bennett owned all but six of the 
1000 shares of stock. His holdings 
were appraised at $1,058,710, valua- 
tion being based partly on a $425,- 
000 appraisal of the plant and equip-| 
ment and $565,000 for membership 
in the Associated Press. The account- 
ing was made by the Federated Ac- 
counting Co. as of April 20, 1918. 
Bennett died May 14, 1918. When 
his executors sold. the paper two 
years later to-Frank A. Munsey, the 
purchaser was generally understood 
to have paid $4,000,000. Attorneys 
for the trustees valued the Herald 
at $2,250,000. 

Home for N T Men. 

Bennett's will left the residuary 
estate, which comprised more than 
half of his American estate, to found 
a home to be known ag the James 
Gordon Bennett Memorial Home for 
New York journalists. The report 
fails to appraise the bulk of the es- 
tate or to give any idea as to what 
amount will be available for the 
home. The right of the estate is 
“expressly reserved” in the report 
to reopen the appraisal if it is de- 
termined that a transfer tax can be 
collected. 

Among the claims of the estate is 
listed advances of $191,025 to the 
Herald. Holdings appraised includ- 
$8750; 500 bonds of Valley Farms 
near Yonkers, appraised at 
$110,556; 135 shares of stock of the

He greets one very courteous- 
ly, apologizes for a slow, dull wit, 
and one smiles. He is—ah—very En- 
glish, from his white spats to his de- 
lightfully British mannerisms. 


“Jealousy is the worse rock on 
which the ship of marriage splits,” 
he began im response to my request 
that he talk of the jealousy which 
forms a major part of his new book, 
“The Day's Journey.” “It is a rock 
mot charted.

Attention must be given the diet. 

One of the chief things is to omit from 


_ the diet list the ‘‘giblet’’ parts of an- 
| imal food—that is, the liver, kidneys, 
| sweetbreads, ete. 


These parts of the 
animal body contain the chemical ele- 
ments which produce uric acid. 

Rich food, the abuse of alcohol and 
all dietary and drinking excesses must 
be avoided. An idle life, lack of exer- 
cise and abuse of the body are factors 
in developing gout, as well as many 
other disease.

Here Are Summer Vegetable Soups of Delicious Flavor. =: 


N lightening the diet for the | 
heated period as many vegeta- 


bles as possible should be used. 
Fresh vegetables for soups are very 
tasty and nice—if properly pre- 
pared—and seem to have a much 
more individual flavor than those 
from the can or from winter market 
stalls. Rice, barley, tapioca, ar- 
rowroot, seaweed gelatine, potato 
flour, gluten flour, cornstarch and 
mushroom paste are all good for 
thickening these soups where they 
require thickening. 


Where there is a good vegetable- 
garden, and an herb-garden also, 
the soup material may be gathered 
quite fresh as needed, and the sea- 
sonings picked green make most 
fascinating flavorings. This is the 
secret of the curry made in India. 
The ingredients are prepared fresh 
daily. That.is why no curry pow- 
der in existence—no matter how 
carefully compounded—can equal 
that made and used at home where 
those who have eaten it sound its 
praises. 

Fresh Tomato Soup. 

Wash and stem 12 firm, ripe to- 
matoes and cut them in quarters. 
Put the-toffiatoes into the soup ket- 
tle with a half-pint of water, a 
large sliced onion, some washed 
green celery tops, a few sprays of 
parsley, two or three green leaves 
of sweet majoram, a peeled and 
diced potato and @ quarter-bud of 
garlic. Cover and stew gently until 
the pulp is soft, then put through 
a fine sieve, season with pepper, 


salt, a little sugar, a small lump 


of butter, and thicken to the con- 
sistency of cold honey with a little 
arrowroot, or cornstarch, dissolved 
in a little cold water. 

Lettuce Soup. 

This is an excellent way to use 
up the large heads—if the bed is 
too full and the lettuce too big for 
salad use. Strip and wash carefully 
the leaves of three heads. Thea 
place them in the saucepan with 
about a pint of water and boil until 
the leaves are tender. Drain, chop 
the leaves, return them to the wa- 
ter, and pepper, salt, a teaspoonful 
of sugar, the juice of an onion, @ 
pint of rich hot milk and a lump 
of butter. If desired, the soup may 
be thickened with cornstarch—just 
to give it a little bit more body, 
which many prefer.
